Washington, Aug. 24.— CAP)—The 12-nation Atlantic pact bind- 


ing North America and western Europe in a common defense alliance 
went into force today. 


The historic moment came when PresiHrr.t Truman signed a proc- 


lamation declaring the treaty to be in effect. 


Top-ranking 
officials 
of.

country and most of the 11 other 
pact nations witnessed the signing 
at a White House ceremony. 


Although 
the 
alliance 
was 


frankly formed under the threat 
of Russian aggression, Mr. Tru- 
man said in a statement "no na- 
tion need fear the results" of the 
cooperation of the western powers 


"This is a momentous occasion 


not only for all the signatories of 
the treaty," Mr. Truman said, 
"but for all peoples who share our 
profound desire for stability and 
peaceful development. 


"By this treaty we are not only 


seeking to establish freedom from 
aggression and from the use of 
force in the North Atlantic com- 
munity but we are also actively 
striving to promote and preserve 
peace throughout the world."

Waitt's Double Entry System Alarming 


Maj.-Gen. Alden H. Waitt. suspended chief of the Army 


Chemical Corps, now has confirmed by his own senate com- 
mittee testimony that he dictated a secret memorandum 
branding as incompetent eight men who were eligible to 
succeed him. 


He says he prepared this document in the office of James 


V. Hunt, alleged peddler of influence among government offi- 
cials. It was^turned over to Maj.-Gen. Harry Vaughan, Presi- 
dent Truman's military aide, presumably for the guidance of 
the president in picking a successor. 


Waitt declares this memo was his "honest evaluation" of 


his subordinates. But it was in violent contrast to the praise- 
worthy accounts he set forth in official army fitness" re- 
ports on these same officers. 
Furthermore, he says, he sat as one member of an army 


appointment board which recommended three officers as his 
successor, including two of the eight he had secretly criti- 
cized.This strange resort to a sort of "double entry" system 
of appraisal, this combination of out-in-the-open maneuvers 
and behind-the-scenes techniques is perhaps the most shock- 
ing revelation yet to come out of the "five per center" in- 
quirv in Washington. 


"The "double entry" evidence wa§ what led Secretary of 


Army Gordon Gray to suspend Waitt, and we think with 
good" reason. Waitt will not find it easy to convince authori- 
ties in the Department of Defense that he should ever get his 
old job back. 


Apparently that is what he wanted most—another four- 


year term. And he may actually have been the best man 
for the post. But his devious methods of soliciting favorable 
consideration ought to have eliminated him permanently as 
a possibility. 


Of course, there was more to the incident than simply 


Waitt's ambition to stay in office. He has confessed to the 
committee that he was usine his influence to "expedite" a 
contract desired by one of Hunt's clients. That Hunt and 
Vaughan were closely linked with Waitt's job maneuver 
makes it particularly questionable, for testimony has thrust 
them both deep in the influence game. 


We cannot stop at merely deploring the activities of 


these wielders of influence. It is more *»;portant to under- 
stand them and the atmosphere that produced them. 


Are we dealing here with weak figures of men ? Or are 


we seeing the corrosive effect of power—power perhaps held 
too long by one group? The nation needs to know. The true 
story of the five per centers, set in its full framework may 
govern voters in elections to come in 1952 and beyond. 


For if these are indeed the corruptions of power, the 


American people might decide that Thomas Jefferson's idea | 
about rotation in office is pretty sound stuff.

Isn't So Much 


The new price most frequently 


predicted is 8 cents a pound at the 
refinery, up less than one-sixth ol 
a cent a pound. 
That may not 


mean much of a change in your 
grocery bill, unless further price 
hikes follow. But bakers, bottlers 
and food packers who buy sugar 
by the ton, would feel it. 


In sugar trade circles it ib be- 


lieved the agriculture department 
would like to see the price go even 
a little higher than 8 cents, in or- 
der to encourage more beet ana 
cane 
planting 
in 
the 
United 


States. 


Western 
and 
southern 
sugar 


farmers say that with 
sufficient 


protection they could go a long 
way toward supplying our needs. 
They think Cubans are favored 
over them. 


The Cubans, of course, say they 


furnished us adequately in the last 
war, and that encouragement of 
the Cuban sugar industry would 
be good American policy. 
They 


also say they can produce sugar 
cheaper than we can. 


The Hawaiian dock strike has 


kept most of the islands' output 
from reaching west coast refin- 
eries. 


Sugar refiners here have been 


nervous about the price in the last 
month. 
Several times they an- 


nounced they would ask 8 cents a' 
pound, and then withdrew the 
quotation before it became effec- 
tive. Some brokers think this may 
happen this time. 


However, refiners insist they are 


not making money at the present 
selling price of 7.85 cents, since 
for some time now they have been 
paying the year's top price tor 
raw sugar of 5.90 cents a pound. 


So they have stopped taking 


orders at the old price after Sept. 
1, when most refiners say they'll 
quote "the price in effect on the 
date of shipment or delivery." 


If sugar goes to 8 cents a pound 


it will be a little less than double 
the 1940 average wholesale price 
ol 4.34 cents a pound. 


During most of the war years 


the price was set at around 51-: 
cents, the same price that prevail- 
ed in 1934 when the sugar quota 
system was started. 


But remember when, for a bnet 


period in 1920. the price zoomed 
to 25 cents a pound. In less than 
a year it had plunged below six 
cents.

Ruth Turner, daughter of divorced 
parents, staggered to the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur J. Chisen- 
hall, nearby. 
She was wounded 


n the right shoulder and head. 


Cries of the girl, clad only in 


a slip and covered with blood,, wet 
leaves and weeds, awakened the 
family. 
They took 
her 
in and 


called officers. 
She told 
police 


she had been raped. 


Detective 
Johnndedden s a i d 


Ernest Foutch, 28, arrested 
on 


charges of cutting and 
shooting 


to kill, admitted the shooting but 
denied that he had raped the girl. 


The detective said the girl re- 


lated she had run away several 
days ago and had met Foutch in a 
park. 
After playing ping pong, 


she said, she accepted Foutch's 
suggestion that she 
go to 
his 


brother's home where she could 
get a room. 


On- the way, the girl told police, 


she was dragged into bushes in 
the park and her dress ripped off. 
Then she said she was raped and 
her throat cut. As she lay still 
the man covered her with leaves 
and weeds. 
But when she moved, 


thinking he had left, she was shot 
twice. 
After the man fled, she 


dug her way out and went to the 
Chisenhall home. 


Claim Reuther 
Jumped the Gun 


m 'GM1 Strike 


New York, Aug. 24—(AP)—A 


defendant at the Communist con- 
spiracy trial was quoted yesterday 
as having said Walter P. Reuther 
"jumped the gun" in the 1945 
General Motors Corp., strike and 
thereby hurt the workers' cause. 


The testimony was given by a 


defense witness, Abner W. Berry, 
Negro Communist newspaperman 


The witness said defendant Carl 


Winter, the Communist 
party's 


Michigan chairman, had declared 
at a Detroit meeting in 1946: 


"This jumping of the gun by- 


Walter Reuther, in stampeding the 
international executive board of 
the United Auto Workers to call 
the strike, had actually weakened 
the workers in their fight for the 
first 
round 
of 
postwar 
wage 


increases." 


Reuther. now head of the CIO 


union, was vice-president in charge 
of the 
union's 
General 
Motors 


division at the time of the strike. 


Berry, Harlem editor of The 


Worker, week-end edition of The 
Daily Worker, Communist organ, 
quoted Winter as saying Reuther 
was a "hypocrite" in his attitude 
toward Negroes. 
France in Mourning 
for Forest Fire Dead 


Bordeaux, France, Aug. 24— 


(AP)—Flags flew at half mast 
in this saddened city today and 
throughout France 
in 
national 


mourning for the 82 men who died 
in forest fires that have ravaged 
this region. 


Although fires in the vast pine 


forests south of here are reported 
under control, a heavy pall of 
smoke still hung over Bordeaux. 


Theaters, movies, night club 


and other places of entertainment 
were closed throughout the nation 
for the day. Festivities for the 
fifth anniversary of the liberation 
were postponed until the weekend.
